Caibo, April 14 — On Tuesday morning, 
Forrest, with some 6,000 men, attacked Fort 
I’lllnw. Soon alter the attack, Forrest sent 
a flag of truce demanding the surrender of 
the fort acd garrison, meaiiwbiis disposing of 
bis forro MO afi to gain a dscidod advantage. 
Major Booth, of the 13th TeEneesee Cavalry, 
was io command with 400 of that regiment, 
and 200 of the 1st Battailion of the 6-h Uni- 
ted States heavy artillery, formerly 1st Ala- 
bama Cavalry, (colored.) Tbe flag of truce 
was refused and fighting was resumed. Af- 
terward, a second flag came in which was al- 
so refused. Both Uogs gave 'he rebels an ad- 
vantage in gaining new positions. Tbe bat- 
tle kept up till 3 P. M , when Maj. Booth 
wag killed and Major Bradford took com- 
mand. Tbs rebels now came in swarms, 
overpowering our troops and compelling their 
surrender. Immediately upon the surrender 
ensued a scene which utterly baffies deacrip. 
tioQ. Up to that time comparatively few of 
our men were killed, but insatiate as fiends 
and blood thirsty as deptfs incarnate, tbe Con- 
federates commenced an iodiseriminate but- 
chery cf whites and blacks, including those 
of ^th color* previously wounded. Tho 
black soldiers becoming demoralized rushed 
to tbe rear, the white officers beviog thrown 
down their arms. Both white and black 
were bayoneted, shot or aabereJ. Even the 
dead tiodie* were horribly mulilsted. Chil- 
dren of aevsD and eight years and .several 
negro women ware killed in cold blood. Bid- 
diers unable to speak from their wounds 
were shot dead, and their bodies rolled down 
tbe benks into tb* river. Tbe dead sod woun- 
ded negroes were piled in huts and burned, 
and several citizens who joined our forces for 
protection, wars killed or wounded. Out of 
the garrison of 600. only 20U remained alive. 
Among onr dead officers are Captaiu Brad, 
ford, LicntiL Barer, Arkerstoin, Wilson, Rev 
Revel and Major Booth, all of the 13th Ten- 
nossea cavalry. Captain Poston, Lieutenant 
Ijogvn. 13ih Tonnessoo. and Capuin Young, 
24tb Mfosouri. acting Provost Marshal, wers 
taken prisoner*. Major Bradford was also 
captured, but it is said to have escaped. It 
is feared, however, that he has been kilied. 
Tbo steamer Platt* "Vailey came up about 
half past three and was hailed by the rebels 
under a fiag of truce. Mon were sent ashore 
to bury the dead and take aboard such wonn 
ded as tho rebels bad allowed to lire. Fifty- 
««vtn were taken aboard, including seven or 
eight oclored; e’gbt died on the vray up. The 
steamer arrived hero this evening and was 
I immedia’elv sent to Mnuad City hospital to 
lilisehargo her goffering cargo.

This cjlebratp ’ passsgi was l.-vidltd di- 
rectly at the abolition '.Vhigs nr Whig aboli- 
tionists. wha, under ihe leadership of Mr 
Heward, wore organizing a facti.atis opposi- 
tion to tho great nna-iures of compromise 
adopted two months bi^ora und'r the au-pi- 
ros of Mr. CUy In ether wordi. tha pass- 
age was levelled directly at the faction, which, 
augmented by recruits from all parties, sty ltd 
itself a few years later the R.pttblican party, 
and contes'od for the Presidency under the 
leadership of John 0 Fremont. If Mr. 
Olav thus denounced the Republican party 
in this germ, what would he have said of it 
if be bad lived to see it in its full blown and 
full eared matuiity ? 

Our readers do not need to be reminded, 
however, that Mr. Clay bad a strangely ex- 
act foreknowledge of what the Republican 
parly would be in its maturity, as well as of 
the naUmilies it would s-.rvo to ir.Uict upon 
ths Union he l.n-od and guar it d so well.

They began their operations by f r jfe«ting 
to employ only ptr.iuaiive means in appeal- 
ing to the humanity, and enlightening tho 
oBderstandings, of the sliveUoldtng porti- n 
of tho Union. Ii there were some kindness 
In this avowed motive, it raosrbo ackuowl- 
e>Igvd that there was rs her a presumptuous 
display also of »n ksyuuKd S'iperi irity in 
lottU'geneo and k iowlodge. F r some lime 
they continu-jd to make these appeals to our 
duty and our interest; h”t, iinpiticnt with 
the slow influence of their logi; upon our 
stupid mind-i, they recently re-oivid I" 
ohanga their system of actio i. To the *gen 
ey of their powers of perouasion, they now 
propose to add the powers ol the lallot-box; 
and he must be blind to what is pas:-iug be 
Rre os, who does not perceive that tba in- 
evitable tendency of their proceedings i.i. if 
thesa should ba found msuffioient, to invoke, 
finally, the more potent powers of the fay- 
onet.

Abnlition should no longer be regarded as 
an imaginary daegev. Tha abolitionists, 1 . 1 
me suppose, succeed in iheir present aim of 
uniting the inhabitants of the freo Slates, as.

The c. llision 
of opinion will he quickly follovred by the 
clash oT arms. I will not itfcmpt to deeciibe 
scenes which now happily lie concealed from 
our view. Abolitionists themselves would 
ehrink back in dismay and horror at the con- 
templalion of desolated fields, conflagrated 
oities, murdered inh.abitaols, and tbe over- 
throw of the fairest fabric cf human govern- 
ment that ever ro.se to aniraalo the hopes of 
civiliz'd man." 

Havisg reproiluoed the language of Mr. 

Clay as we cited it scver.il months ago. wc 
shall perhaps he pardoned if we ro'iroducc 
also Ihe ob-'ervations with which we then 
ace-mpanied it. '•.‘Unce tbe<a prcpiietic 
words were spoken," we vehtu'frl” to ob- 
serve, ‘Hbe curtain, thanks to the j.i'mr eflort 
of the scocssionwts and the abilUioaists, 
has been raised, and the scenes which then 
lay concealed from our view are now exposed 
to the gaze of manki.id. Mr. CUy ’a words 
are truly instinct with the spirit cf nrophecT ; 
but they fail in one particular. The a' oh
